Irish Jockeys Have A Dash 
To Their Make-Up That 
Many Trainers Prefer 





Many of us were delighted that 
young George Wells rode Sol Oriens, 
the winner of the Irish Derby. This 
was Wells’ first big success and it is 
a compliment to him that he should 
be chosen to ride the favourite, for 
Irish sportsmen usually prefer Irish 
jockeys. They contend (and there is 
some truth in it) that the Paddies 
have a streak of devil-me-care-dash 
in their make up which is lacking in 
many English riders, who are afraid 
either of the stewards’ room or their 
necks, Geo. Wells, to whose abilities 
1 called attention when he first be- 
gan to ride, loses no opportunity 
and misses no opening. He is one of 
those jockeys born to the game’ as 
well as made, and many of our best 
riders have been bred the same way, 
without any legacy of inherent know- 
ledge and skill of horsemanship. At 
one time it was thought that no joc- 
key could be worth his salt without 
this. Born in 1919, Geo Wells is the 
son of a Lincolnshire farm worker 
and had his first experience of riding 


yn a pony running on a common near 
his home village. After that nothing 
would do but he must be a jockey. He 
went to Jim Russell, the  Lincoln- 
shire trainer, as apprentice, on leav- 
ing school, and rode his first winner 
on Mythical Ray at Ayr in 1937. 
That year he steered 37 winners, 
having quickly come bang into notice 
as a bright, intelligent, clever horse- 
man who did as he was told.

to meetings and not run at them for 
fear they jarred their legs. We did 
hear one or two trainers at Thirsk 
complain that their home gallops 
‘rattled’, but they were soon silen- 
ced by others who said “You're lucky 
to have horses to rattle the ground.” 

This reminded me of a story Mr. 
Lionel Dugdale (who for years acted 
as a steward at Thirsk, Stockton, 
Newcastle and elsewhere, but whom 
one never now sees on a racecourse), 
once told me. It was about his horse 
Picton, much fancied for the Derby 
in Spearmint’s year. A few days prior 
to the great Epsom Picton 
developed ‘‘a leg’. The ground was 


classic 


hard, Picton required a winding-up 
gallop, and an eminent veterinary 
surgeon was sent for to give his.ad- 
vice. He arrived, carefully examined 
Picton’s leg, then went into a deep 
study, and at last Mr. Dugdale ask- 
ed what they could do so that the 
horse might have his pipe-opener and 
then win the Derby. Still the specia- 
list did not give an opinion for some 
time, When his advice was at last 
forthcoming it was simply _ this: 
‘Pray for rain!’’. For this he got his 
big fee! Well, rain did not come, but 
Picton ran second and a great horse 
in the Derby, ridden by Mr. (later 
Sir) George Thursby, one of the 
very few amateurs who have had a 
mount in the race, and the only 
amateur to be placed in it. Poor Sir 
George died a few days prior to the 
recent Thirsk fixture and so the title 
becomes extinct and a great sports- 
man has been taken from us. The 
Pale White Horseman carried him off 
whilst he was peacefully sleeping 
How often he recalled Spearmint’s 
memorable Derby victory of 1 1-2 
lengths, the course being completed 
in 2. 36 4-5, thus beating the previ 
ous record set up by Cicero 2.39 2-5 

Last week I mentioned some sold- 
iers being caught pelting each othe1 
with pheasants’ eggs.

In the recent final report of  in- 
vestigations spread over a number of 
years as to the causes of desertion of 





rookeries at nesting time, Mr. R. J. 
Flintoff, and those associated with 
him in the inquest, gave it as their 
considered opinion that decaying 
trees, and presence of carrion crows 
or grey squirrels, were not the cause 
of rooks deserting. They thus dis- 
counted age old beliefs, one of 
which was that.rooks left dying trees 
and those likely to be uprooted by 
tempest. Tradition, however, dies 
hard, and one who sticks to it is Sir 
Henry Havelock-Allen, of Blackwell 
Grange, Darlington, who tells us that 
the avenue of limes leading up to his 
old house has for generations been 
knewn as “Allan’s crow trees’. He 
adds that up to ten years ago rooks 
built in them in great numbers, but 
for several years there has not been 


a single nest in the limes, although 


in some big elms in the park rooks 


are busy each Spring. Sir Henry con- 


tinued 

“There is an old saying that rats 
leave a sinking ship; is the depart- 
ure of the friendly rooks a warning 
that the stately avenue, my proudest 
possession during forty-four years’ 
incumbency of the estate, is doomed, 
that the days of these trees are num- 
bered and that the next severe storm, 
or the next one after that will lay 
them all flat? or is it mere faddiness 
on the part of the rooks?
